CUSTODY.—Mr. BVRON I'.UNK, in his argument 
on Friday, uniutnined that the evidence did 
not sustain th« indictment against Mr. Booth, 
because it showed thtit Glover escaped from 
the custody of the State juilor nml nt.t from the 
custody of Ch-irles Cotton, ns alleged. In sup 
port of this point he cited tho following sec- 
tions of thu Hi-vised Statutes : 


Chap. ID. Sec. Sl\. "The Sheriff (-hall have 


the charge and custody of the juils of his couu' 
ty, mid of the prisoners of the same and shall 
kerp them kimsflj, or by his deputy or juilor, for 
whose acts he aud bin iture.tie.it shall bo respons- 
ible." 


Glover wa* committed to tlie State jail under 


the following, which is n part of Si ction 22, 
Chap, in:!, Kevised statutes : 


" All Sheriff,, jailors, prison keepers aud 


each and every of their deputies, within this 
State, to whom any person or persons shall be 
sent or committed, by virtue of legal process 
issued by and under the authority of the United 
States, shall be and they are hereby enjoiued 
and required tu reectte auclt persons intocustody, 
and to keep them tufely, until they be discharged 
by due ccurse ol the laws ufthe United States." 


In support of this position, he read the fol- 


lowing decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, in thu case of linudolph vs. 
Donaldson, 9th Cranch 7(J. It was nn action of 
debt against the Marshall of the United States, 
for the escape of a prisoner who had been com- 
mitted to thu State jail.

He in not ap- 
pointed by, nor removable at the will of the 
marshal. 
When a prisoner i* regularly com- 


mitted to a Rtate jail by the marshal, he i* no 
longer in the cititudy of the marshal, nut con- 
trollable by him. Tbe marihal ha* no authority 
to command or direct the keeper in respect to 
the nature of tbe imprisonment. 
Tbo keeper 


become* responsible for hi* own act«, and may 
expoie himself by misconduct to tbe " pnini 
and penalties" of the law. 
For oerUin pur- 


pose*, and to certain Intcnta, the state jail Jaw- 
fully used by the United State* may be deemed 
to be the jitil of the United State*, and the 
keeper to be keeper of the United State*. But 
tin* would no more make tbe marshal liable 
for hi* act* than for the acts of any othitr officer 
of the United States, whoto appointment i* al- 
together independent.
